DES MOINES, la.— 


Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son called upon farmers today 
to help him and the congress 
build strong farm programs 
requiring a minimum of gov- 
ernment price supports. 


The GOP farm chief said he wil 


never be guilty of handing down 
"ready-made programs," adding 


"Programs . must be built with 


the assistance 
of farmers 
anc 


those who are working with them. 
Let's build strong — from the 'gras: 
roots'— the type of programs which 
farmers want— the kind that will 
not bring serious regrets and dis- 
appointments later." 


Assures Producers 


In a speech prepared for the 


16th annual National Farm Insti- 
tute, the secretary sought to as- 
sure producers that the Eisenhow- 
er administration will do every' 
thing possible to bring stability to 
a farm price decline which, he 
said, had been inherited from the 
preceding administrtaion. 


Benson said farm markets have 


become stabilized. He called upon 
farmers themselves to help keep 
them stabl* by making full use of 
existing price support programs. 


Benson assured farmers that-he 


believes in price supports. He 
pointed out also that he is under 
oath to give "sound administra- 
tion" to all price support laws now 
in effect. He said the present laws 
"are the combined judgments of 
our two great political parties. 


Supports Not Adequate 


"But I say to you in all sincer- 


ty, and I think you will agree with 
me, that price supports are not in' 
themselves adequate to keep agri- 
culture strong," he said. 


Benson said the Eisenhower ad- 


ministration proposes, with the aid 
of farmers, their leaders and Con- 
gress. to "build farm programs 
hat are basic and sound."

Taft said today he would not 
favor dismissing a Commu- 
nist professor unless he were 
sure the professor was effec- 
tively teaching Communism. 


Taft, however, spoke up for the 


right of Congress to conduct in- 
vestigations into Communist infil- 
tratipn of such fields as teaching, 
publishing and entertainment, say- 
ing: 


"I see no reason why congres- 


sional committees or others should 
not bring to the attention of the 
public the fact that men are Com- 
munists if they are Communists." 


In a talk prepared for the Na- 


tional Canners' Association meet- 
ing, the Ohioan continued: 


No Purpose 


"I see no particular purpose in 


examining the view of a few indi- 
vidual professors if they are not 
part of an organization promoting 
the spread of Communism. 


"I see no reason why the gov> 


crnmcnt should continue to em- 
ploy people with Communist sym- 
pathies. I must say as a member 
of the board of trustees of a uni- 
versity, I would not favor firing 
anyone for being a Communist un- 
less .!_ was cer.tain that he was 
leaching Communism and having 
some effect on the development of 
the thought of the students."

Mankind Sows 
Seed o! Crime 
Among Youth 


OREGON—A juvenile delinquent 


has problems with which he's un- 
able to cope, according to Dr. Clif- 
fotd R. Shaw, institute of juvenile 
research, Illinois public welfare de- 
pai tmcnt. 


Shaw, head of the department ol 


sociological icseai'ch, addiessed an 
audience in the Oregon grade 
school Thursday evening in a pio- 
gram spoiiboicd by the Lions club. 


He told those assembled that 


young people with physical disa- 
bilities, for example, often icst un- 
fa voi ably to environment. This is 
tiue, he said, if the disability is de- 
fined by the environment in social- 
ly unacceptable tenns>. 


The individual .becomes a delin- 


quent, in his leactions, to compen- 
sate for the social scorn resulting 
fiom his infirmities. He becomes 
an outcast, Shaw contended. 


A child may become a delinquent 


because of intense conflict between 
parents, or between patents and 
cluldien. The youth often develops 
a hostile, mean, lebellious attitude 
in confronting the family ptoblem. 
he added. 


Shaw i,aid that an inferior home, 


in relation to other homes in the 
community, can develop a child 
into a delinquent. 


This is especially true when 


theie is established an inferior so- 
cial position in i elation to the rest 
of the community, he remarked. 


Shaw believed that delinquency 


is higher in the slum areas of large 
cities wheie "the people appiove" 
of the acts of delinquency and 
wheie theie is lacking the strong 
tics in home, school and church, 
often found in the smaller commu- 
nity. 


One of the best ways a. commu- 


nity can solve its problems of juve- 
nile delinquency is to provide an 
effective relationship between the 
individual and his group, he said. 


"Make the child feel as if he's 


wanted," Shaw advised. 


Don't make a juvenile think he 


has the plague, he added. 


Rehabilitation, Shaw said, comes 


with understanding and a genuine 
acceptance of the individual in his 
place in the community. This is 
true of the youthful delinquent or 
of a haidened criminal. 


A person needs friends, under- 


standing friends, who respect him 
and who enable him to find a place 
among people. This will help satis- 
fy his human needs and uphold his 
personal dignity. 


Shaw was introduced to the audi- 


ence by the Rev. Paul R. Bollman, 
program chairman. 


Reverend Bollman explained that 


although the Lions club was new 
in Oregon, more would be heard 
from it as the club was vitally in- 
terested m the welfare of the com- 
munity's young people.

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Convector Heating Unit Fits Modern Plan 


Families who are planning to 


build new homes in the spring, or 
who are considering modernizing 
their present homes, might give 
some thought to using convectors 
in their hot-water or steam heat- 
ing systems. 


The Plumbing and Heating In- 


dustries Bureau calls convectors 
advantageous because they pro- 
vide close temperature control, 
respond quickly to demands of the 
thermostat and are relatively eas- 
ily installed. 


Quickly responsive heating sys- 


tems are a distinct advantage in 
homes with large window areas; 
such as the window walls and pic- 
ture windows in so many modern 
homes. 


Convectors are heating units with 


finned piping behind a smooth 
front. Cold air near the floor level 
enters an arched .opening at the 
bottom of the unit, is warmed by 
the fins behind the enclosure, then 
re-enters the room through the top 
grille. 


Many newer homes with picture 


windows employ new convectors 
whose fins are made of copper or 
aluminum. These metals respond 
instantly to temperature changes, 
supplying heat quickly when room 
temperature drops, and shutting it 
off with equal speed when the com- 
fort level is reached. 


Convectors supply two types of 


heat: Cohvected heat, which is 
simply warm air in motion, and 
some mild radiant heat, which is 
given off by the metal surface of 
the enclosure. This heat is par- 
ticularly effective in preventing 
window and floor drafts. 


Convectors move large volumes 


of moderately warmed air very 
gently throughout the living area 
of the home, according to the heat- 
ing bureau. Wasteful ceiling heat 
is kept to a minimum and cool 
spots are practically eliminated. 


The newest models of convectors 


are designed especially for installa- 
tion under picture windows. These 
lire in addition to several other 
models. 


The three basic types are: Free- 


standing models installed flush 
against the walls; recessed con- 
vectors, which may be partially or 
completely recessed in walls, usu- 
ally beneath windows, and the 
wall-hung type. 


Convectors are used with either 


hot-water or steam heating sys- 
tems. Their construction is such 
that there is little heat 
loss 


through outside walls.

liveable. Most folks, it seems, eat 
in the kitchen.

A playroom for children is nec- 


essary in the basementless house. 
This was located in an extra bed- 
room that could double as a guest 
room. 


One of the experimental house 


plans combined bath and laundry. 
It was considered convenient, but 
inadequate for space needs. 


How to Judge 
A House Like 
An Appraiser 


When you examine a house with 


an idea of buying it, you can take 
some good tips from an appraiser 
—the man who specializes in plac- 
ing values on houses. 


Some of the points to be consid- 


ered were recently summed up in 
The Review of the Society of Resi- 
dential • Appraisers. These points 
were compiled by Lawrence C. 
Lockley of the School of Commerce 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia : 


1. Looking at the underside of a 


house will reveal the condition and 
size of structural lumber, adequacy 
of nailing, signs of serious slippage 
or settlement, evidence of dry rot 
or termites, rust at the joints of 
plumbing pipes. Rapping the pipes 
with a hard object discloses whe- 
ther the pipes are clear or clogged 
with limestone deposits. 


2. Mitering above door framing 


is inspected for quality of work- 
manship. If there has been much 
planing of the doors, it usually in- 
dicates swelling of wood, poor fit,

3. Tile work is also examined to 


see whether there has been move< 
ment or settling. 


4. Even after careful redecorat 


ing, excessive cracking of plaster 
can be detected by running the 
fingertips over the surface of the 
wall. 


5. General quality can be check- 


ed by an experienced appraiser who 
notes the type of furnace, water 
heater, bath and kitchen fixtures 
and other equipment, as well as 
lumber and other materials. These 
and many other clues noted during 
inspection enable the appraiser to 
estimate the annual rate of repair 
expenses and whether they will in- 
crease unduly over the years.

One of the major developments 


is the control of indoor tempera- 
ture by zones. This makes it pos- 
sible to maintain one level of tem- 
perature for bedrooms, another 
for living rooms and cooler de- 
grees in kitchens, laundries and 
recreation areas. 


Separate thermostats control the 


various zones and make it possi- 
ble to concentrate more heat in 
northern portions of a house to off- 
set the chill of northern exposures, 
while decreasing heat in rooms 
warmed by large sunlighted win- 
dows facing south. 


An advantage of zoning heat in 


two story houses is fuel 
econ- 


omy brought about by avoiding 
the over heating of upstairs rooms 
in order to keep the first

Since heating plants have been 


increased in efficiency while they 
have become more compact—fit- 
ting into comparatively small clos- 
et space—some rambling houses 
have been zone heated by the in- 
stallation of two or more separate 
furnaces. This arrangement elim- 
inates overly long pipe runs and 
aims at reducing fuel consump- 
tion. A bedroom wing, closed off 
for most of the day, can be 
warmed by «ne furnace operating 
at low capacity while that part of

Gen. James Van Fleet's welcome wherever he goes in 


the United States should be a warm and rewarding one. He 
has earned the retirement he seems to be entering upon so 
reluctantly. 


His 22 months of service in Korea coincided with some 


of the most difficult days of the war there. He was alway; 
a tower of strength, a figure to inspire men in battle, a sol- 
dier's- soldier. 


There are those who say that in this man was too little 


of the broader political understanding that increasingly 
seems to be a necessity in top commanders. 


That may or may not be so. We do not propose to argue 


the matter here., Van Fleet's accomplishments in the mili- 
tary sphere alone are more than sufficient to have gained 
for him the lasting gratitude of the people he has served.

He has seen his military tasks in the large, realizing that 


war is not just a. matter of battles fought today or tomor- 
row, but a problem of morale, of training men for future 
duty of defining goals and ways to achieve them. 


Van Fleet first demonstrated these talents notably in 


the Greek fight against the Communist rebels after World 
War II. Into the game but sagging Greek army he infused 
new spirit. He provided invaluable technical 
guidance. 


Though he got an assist when Tito closed his Yugoslav bor- 
der to the rebels after his break with Stalin, Van Fleet can 
fairly be regarded as a prime factor in the final Greek vic- 
tory. 


In Korea, he built well upon these achievements. 
He 


quickly saw the need to train and equip the battered, ill- 
equipped South Korean armies, both to buttress the existing 
United Nations strength on the battle line and to prepare for 
the day when the native forces would bear the full burden 
of defending their soil.

No man could have had a more trying responsibility than 


that of maintaining the morale of fighting men on a battle- 
front stalemated by endless months of unproductive truce 
talks. The present firmness and stability of the Allied line 
is some sort of monument to his success in this difficult 
chore. 


This his age—61—automatically decrees his retirement 


from active miiltary leadership, he nevertheless should 
have many fruitful years ahead of him. And surely Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the nation's top defense officials can be 
counted upon to draw heavily upon Van Fleet's store of 
knowledge and experience whenever its value has evident 
bearing upon new military situations that may arise. 


Peron's Stock Is Falling 


Premier Stalin's cordial welcome to Argentine Ambassa- 


dor Luis Bravo had its interesting aspects. 


One could remember how bitterly Russia fought at San 


Francisco in 1945 to keep Argentina out of the United Na- 
tions. There was rich irony in the noble effort of the New 
York Daily Worker to put a nice face on this new meeting 
in Moscow. 


One could recall, too, that August in 1939 when Stalin 


sat down with another totalitarian government—Hitler's— 
and cemented a non-aggression pact. Not to mention a com- 
mercial agreement. 


This time Juan Peron, the Argentine dictator, is seeking 


a commercial pact of his own. If he gets it, and it involves 
sending strategic materials to Russia, Peron's stock is sure 
to hit an abysmal low in the eyes of world statesmen.

Possibly Peron thinks he has been amply compensated 


by having his ambassador so warmly received at so powerful 
a seat of government as the Kremlin. Peron is terribly vain 
and intensely jealous and resentful of the United States, with 
whom he must always contend for prestige in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


A Stalin-Peron friendship would demonstrate beautifully 


the totally unprincipled character of both men and of their 
dictatorial regimes. 


Ray of Hope for Rail Travelers 


The business of buying a railroad ticket long has been 


one of man's most celebrated gripes. Invariably, it seems, 
you get behind a fellow who is making a circle tour of the 
Country, with five stopovers. His ticket looks like a narrow, 
seven-foot strip of wallpaper. The ticket agent dutifully in- 
scribes legends on it from top to bottom. 


Even when the guy ahead is only going 500 miles, the 


agent gets a lot of chance to practice penmanship. He writes 
in the number of the car, the number of the sleeping space, 
the time and date the train leaves. Then he rubber stamps 
the selling date. Four or five sales like this, and there goes 
your lunch hour. 


Well, finally, somebody has decided to do something 


about this ordeal. In April, the New York Central will inaug- 
urate a new kind of ticket office and reservation system, on 
a pilot basis in Cleveland, to see how it works.

Then there'll be something 
called the "reservation availability board." In lunchhour lan- 
guage, that means a board which will tell you and the agent 
at a glance what accommodations are available on the chief 
trains for several days.

will be drawn together in one place. The fellows with com- 
plicated travel plans will be shunted aside to a special depart- 
ment.

Draw Trump Fast Is Good Advice 


By OSWALD JACOBY - 


In most easy hands declarer's 


best policy is to draw trumps as 
quickly as possible. In most diffi- 
cult trump contracts, declarer can- 
not afford to go full speed ahead 
with the trumps. Unfortunately for 
the declarer in the hand shown to- 
day nobody blew a trumpet to tell 
•him that this particular hand was 
difficult and that trumps should 
therefore not be drawn. 


East won the first trick with the 


ace of clubs, cashed the ace of 
hearts In order to get out of the 
way, and then returned the six of 
clubs. South won the club return 
with the king, and led the queen 
of hearts next in order to draw 
trumps. 


West played low, hoping that 


South would tie himself in knots 
if given the chance to do so. And 
South obliged, by leading the jack 
of hearts next. 


This was the opportunity that 


West had hoped for. He took the 
king of hearts and returned his 
singleton spade. Now declarer saw 
that the hand was difficult. If he 
put up dummy's ace or king of 
spades he would then have the 
problem of getting out of dummy. 


He therefore tried the spade fi- 


nesse, losing to East's'queen. East 
properly returned a spade, giving 
West a ruff. West then cashed the 
setting trick in the form of the ace 
of diamonds. 


When South was allowed to hold 


the queen of hearts he should have 
abandoned 
trumps 
temporarily. 


The best play is to lead a diamond 
towards dummy's king at once. If 
West plays low, dummy wins ,at 
once with the king of diamonds 
and now a trump can be returned. 


West must win and return a 


spade, but now it is easy to put 
up the king of spades from the 
dummy and return a diamond. 


If East wins and returns a spade, 


West will ruff away declarer's 
spade loser. Any other defense 
merely permits declarer to draw 
the last trump, cash his club, and 
then lead a spade to dummy's ace.

Local Group Completes First 
Check in Lung Cancer Survey 


In the early days of World War I 


no airplanes were fitted with ma- 
chine guns for combat and pilots 
sometimes attacked 
each other 


vith pistols, rifles, carbine* and 
hand grenades. 


The first checking of a five-year 


program in a nationwide survey of 
smoking habits of some 200,000 
men has been completed in Lee 
county by Mrs. Jack Malay, Dixon, 
and Mrs. Hamilton Rissiter, Lee. 


Last year-members of the educa- 


tion committee of Lee county chap- 
ter of American Cancer Society co- 
operated in a survey, set up by na- 
tional headquarters, 
which will 


eventually determine, relationship 
between smoking and lung cancer. 
Mrs. Charles LeSage, chairman of, 
the education committee, states 
that all areas of the county were 
included in this survey. 


The program was undertaken by 


the American Cancer Society be- 
cause of alarming increase in lung 
cancer among men. The first fol- 
low-up reports from volunteer re- 
searchers of Lee county chapter 
regarding 585 men interviewed last 
year show that an immediate st>udy 
is being made by the Illinois di- 
vision to determine the cause of 
two deaths in this group. When suf- 
ficient information has been col- 
lected, the deaths by cause'will be 
checked against smoking histories 
of the men to determine whether 
or not smoking affects the' death 
rate, particularly from lung can- 
cer. A second follow-up report will 
be made public again next fall. 


"Always a painstaking and often 


a slow process, this survey, con- 
ducted as a sound, scientific in- 
vestigation, will probably supply 
no conclusions for several years," 
comments Miss Dorothy Arming- 
ton, chairman of Lee county chap- 
ter of American Cancer Society.

Factory Pay 
Rise 18 Cents 
Under Controls 


WASHINGTON-4/R—Average 'pay 


of the nation's 16V& million factory 
workers went up 18 cents an hour, 
during two years of wage controls, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics re 
ported today. 


January 1953 earnings were $1.7i 


an hour. $71.27 a week. 


Most of the two-year gain rcg> 


istered during controls resulted 
from cost of living and other wage 
rate increases allowed by stabili 
zation regulations. President Ei 
senhower ended wage controls two 
weeks ago. 


The cost of living itself advanced 


about 5 per cent during the two 
year period, beginning in January, 
1951, covered by the report.
